22 — being Larbies, were long 
times Kings of Barbary : vn⸗ 
till a plaine Haly ſome hun⸗ Any one 
dzed peres agse, calling him - which is not 
ſelle Muley Hamer arif, came the tribe of 
out of the countrey of Dara, — 5 
(ling beyond the mountains o Drawe.

After this Hamer Xarifs 
death, who raigned ſame eight peares,ſucceeded his bzo- 
ther Muley Abdela, hauing all his life time great warre 
with the Marcins, tokepe that his bzother had conques 
red: hee hauing raigned ſome fiftene peares died, lea ⸗ 
j ning behind him thirtene ſonnes, the eldeſt Muley Ab- 

dcla (who at his entrance to the kingdome, commanns | 
ded all his bzethzen to bee killed : ) but the ſecond bzo- 
ther Abdelmelech fearing hard meaſare, fled p2eſently 

bppon the death of his Father into T=rk/c, and ſo ſaued

Chaiftian, The penger bzother called Mulcy Naſſar re⸗ 

turned into Barbary, in the fourteenth yeare of Muley 
Hamets taign, who died laſt. At this Muley Naflars lan» 
ding in the country of Fes, much pcople fauoured him 
and his title, « two thouſand of Muley Shecks ſouldiers 
(who new liueth, and then gouerned Fes, fo2 his Father 
renoited from him to Naſſar, infomuch as Muley Sheck 
was in mind to baue fied vnto his Father. But that Al- 
keyd Hamer Ben lau, being à very wiſe Captaine, and 
there placed to helpe Mulcy She ck by his countell, who 
was verp pong, ) kept him from running away: and 
Muley Naflar with a dilatozy warte, with whome if the 
fouldiers bad ſtaied, he might peradventure haue gotten 
the country. But their Lent appzoaching, the ſouldiers 
tolde Naſſar, they would go kepe their Eaſter at their 
owne houſcs. Whervpon Naſlar, thinkingifthep were 
once gone, they would neuer returne to him againe, 
would giue pꝛeſent battaile, 4 ſo was this Naſſai flatne. 
Abdelmelech being ſetond bzother to Abdela, got ſuch 

fauo2in Turkic where he liued. as entering Barbary with 
foure thouſand Tutkiſh ſouldiers, he got the kingdome 
from his Nephew Mchamer the eldeſt ſonne of Abdela, 
ond their raigned two yeares: Mouley Mchamet thug 
depziued ol his kingdome, fleddefoz ſuccour to Scbaſtian 
then Kingof Portugale, who came in perſon into Barba- 
rie to helpe him with thirtie thouſand men, giuing bat- 
taile,the Motes fled, andthe Chaiſtians retired, hoping 
the Moes would returne, that ſo the Chziſtians might 
make the greater ſlaughter of them. Accoꝛding fo this 
expectation Abdelmelech with his armie returned, and 
the Chziſtians charged the fozmoſt of their hoꝛſemen ve- 
ry hotly, who would haue fledde. But ſoch was the a⸗ 
boundance of Abdelmelechs hozſemen, following the 
fozeward which were diſc5fited, as they could not haue 
field-rome to flie, buf were fo2ced to light it ouf. This 
was a blody battaile wherin thz& kings loft their liues,

Don Sebaſtian Bing of Portugale: Muley Mehamet bnfe 
whoſe ayde Scbatiiav came duer: And Abdel melech 
who came out of Turkie being ſecond bzother to Abdelay 
This abdelmclech left behind him a ſonne pet lining at 
this day in Turkic, whoſe name is Muley Smime. After 
the death of theſe twoo, Abdelas third bzother, Muley 
Hamer Xatit, was made Ring, raigned about twenty 
ſeauen peates in great peace and felicity, vatillhe went 
to take his ſonne Muley Sheck at Fes, where the Father 
dyed, whoſe death hath cauſed all theſe wartes, as yes

The Larbics dinclieng in the belt plaine 
champion Country ot his thzee Kingdomes, Moruecos, 
Sus, and Fes, were eaſilygonerned , being ot milde and 
peaceable nature, giuen fo thziſt and tillage of the 
ground, ſought no alterations, but receiving from him a 
due fozme of iuſtice executed by his Piniſters : pꝛotec⸗ 
ting them from the Montancirs which art robbers, wil- 
lingly obeyedhis Regall authozitie , and yearly ron

their tenths towards their Kings maintenance. Agfo3 2 8 
the Brebers, oz Montaneirs, beeing of an vntamed and 
fierce diſpoſition, ſpeaking the Tamiſcr tongve, which is 
as much different from the Larbee, as Welch is from our 
Engliſh, dwelling in places by nature defencible ,anvals 
moſt inacceſſible : e could not ſo well gouerne,ncither 
had ever ſuch abſolute power ouer them, no2 receiued 
the fift pennie of p2ofite from them, as hee du from tho 
Alarbeis. Therefoze hee ſought by all meanes to di⸗ 
minich their ſtrength of people, dzawing them al- 
wayes into fozraigne expeditions, eſpecially into that 
warre, againſt the Negros, which continued a long time, 
thereby extending his Empire ſo farre that wap, as by 
Camell it was ſire Boneths tourney from Morruecos, tu 
the fartheſt parts of his Dominton. Likewiſe, he vſep 
this people to goe with the Carabans tg Gago , to fetch A company 
home his yearely tribute and cuſtome, whereby manie f Marchauts 
were conſumed in travailing onerthe Saharas;fog anie er eb 
offence 02 robberie committed by them, his (wo2d ſhould ding, wich 2 
punith ſeverely. that the reſt might feare: dividing their great number 
Countrey into ſeuerall diniſtons oz Cantons, in everie 1 
which hee placed an Alkeyd , with ſouldiers to ſup» 2 wa Kan 
pzefle any ſuddaine vp;zozes , mult like oor Lieutenant i Com- 
ſet oner our ſeuerall County es, but that the Alkeyd is moduics, 
continually reſivent , and hathgreater power in execu⸗ 
ting Marſhall law. And lafly, as pledges of their lopal⸗ 
ties, hee would get their chicfeſt mens ſonnes into his 
hands, bzinging them vp in bis Court to a inoze ciuill 
and delitate kinde of life, Ve was alwapes ofminde to 
keepe peace with Chziſtendome, with Spaine, who was 
his next potent neighbour, but above ali loved the Eng- 
liſh Ration, and admired the late Quecnes happie go⸗ 
bernement, willing to entertaine trading with vs, 
witneſſe dis manie letters waitten fo that wo2thie Las 
dieofhappie memo2ie. And his Cmtcſage ſent vnto 
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1 Anowne,and Hamet Alhadg, their great trauailer to Me- 
F* cha, and other places. . 
1 Towards his ſubieas he was not too tyzannicall, 
1 but ſweetned his abſolute power and will, with much 
1 clemencie, By diuerſe wapes be got exceſlineſtozeof 
gold.

vpon (hat fraile ſexe, and their attendances. Foz his 
chiefeſt pleaſares were to ſee the gallantrie of bis kings 
dome, managing their good Barbarian Steedes, and 
the Falcons vpontheir wing, making faire flights after 
the Yeron: foz theſe ſpozts hee was pzouſded, no man 
better, from which hee was recalled by certaine diſcon- 
tents, which as clowds fozerunned his owne S@unlet,

| Viey Hamer Xarif the late deceaſed king 
and father of theſe thz& bzothers now 
lining that irine foz the kingdome, 
at the time of his death left flue ſonnes 
aliue. The elveft Mulcy Mahemet, 
commonly called Muley Sheck, a title 
giuen alwaies to the elveſt of the 
kings fonnes : Theſecond Muley Boferes, which two 
ſons were both by one woman, a pra, one of his con- 
cubines : The third ſonne Muley Sidan whome be han 
by one of his wiues : The fourth ſonne Muley Naflar 
who was about the age of Ninet&@n peares: And the fift 
Muley Ahdela about Fourtene peares old at the time of 
the old kings death, and theſe twoolaſt were not legiti⸗ 
mate, but the ſonnesoftwo ſeuerall Concubins. This 
deceaſed King in his life time, had placed his that elder 
ſons in ſeuerall parts of his kingdome, to gouerne foz 
him in them, to Muley Sheck his eldeſt he had ginen the 
kingdome of Fes, which kingdome hath in fozmer times 
continnally ben allotted by the late kings of Barbaryto 
their eldeſt ſonnes: Muley Boferes he placed in his king- 
dome of Sus : to Mulcy Sidan he gaue the p2onince of Te- 
dula, which lyeth in the mid-way betwene Moruecos, 
and Fes: his two ponger ſonnes Muley Naſſar, and Ab- 
dela remained with him in his houſe, whome by reaſon 
of their pong yeares,he had not as pet placed in any part 
of his kingdomes. The eld eſt ſonne Muley Sheck in his 
ponger peares governed Fes, 4 thoſe partes of Barbarie, 
with great appꝛobation of his father, thzough b counſell 
of Baſha Muſtepha a paniſh Renegado: which Baſha in

tontinuante of time, grewe into ſuch kauour with him⸗ 


that the whole gouernment of the kingdome of bes was 
wholly by Mu: Sheck put into his hands: UWhervpon 5 


Alkeydsbf the countrie that were naturall bozne Morcs, 


t continaall attendants vpon the old King, enuping the 
greatnes of the ſaid Baſha, raiſed diuers accuſations as 
gain him: Complaining to the King that be learned 
Mulcy Sheck to dzinke wine (a thing vnlawfull to the 
Motcs, being fozbidden them by their Pzophet Maho- 
met)and that now hauing the whole gouernment of the 
kingdome of Fes in his hands, vnder the kings ſonne he 
parpoſed after he had poſſeſſed himſelfe of Muley Shceks 
treaſare, to flie, and carry it with him to ſome partes of 
Ch:iſtendome, Which accuſations the old King vpon 
ſome pꝛobabilities and likelihods conceiuing to betrue, 
theſe Alkeyds pzocured at laſt with him, that he Could 
ſend to his Sonne Muley Sheck, commaunding him to 
ſend. the head of the ſaid Baſha, which commaund howſos 
euer Muley Sheck (who greatly loned, and fauoured the 
ſaid Baſlia) at the firſt delayed to per foʒine, yet after di⸗ 
uers meſſages, the cld King ſending at the laſt a pꝛinci⸗ 
pall ſeruant of his to ſee the execution done, he was foz- 
ced mach againſt his will, to ſe fulfilled. 

In theſe yonger peares of Muley Sheck whileſt this 
Baſha was aliue, none of the Kings Donnes was moze 
dutifull to their Father then he, neither any of their ac⸗ 
tions ſo contented the old King as his; inſomuch, the 
whole kingdomes hope foz a (ucceſſo2 after the old kings 
deceaſe, wasonely in Muley Sheck. Wherevpon and 
by the Kings voluntary motion, all the pzincipall Al- 
keyds, and men of Commaund that were in his kings 
domes, by ſolemne oath vowed allegeannce to Muley 
Sheck, after the olde kings deceaſe. And at that time 
Boferes the ſecond Bonne, by reaſon of the greatplague 
in Sus, and other diſcontents he receined from that res 
belitous people, ſtaped not long there, but returned as

gaine to his Father in Moruccos, where he ſtayed with 
bim vntill his Fathers departure to Fes in September 
1602, MuleySidan the third Sonne continued in Te- 
dula, (a pzoutnce fruitfull and ſcituate in the flat of Bar- 
baric, the mid-way betwene Fes, and Moruecos, as J 
haue told you, ) who gouerned thoſe parts in great peace 
and quietnes, euen in the cheife times of the tumlts that 
were in the bozdering Dominions of his eldeſt bzother 
Sheck ( whereot ou ſhall rea d hereafter) inſomuch that 
he was generally commend ed and liked both of his Fas 
ther and of all the kingdome foz his government, being 
ſtrict in ſa ing the execution of iuſtice to be done in thoſe 
parts that he gonerned, not ſparing his kindzed 02 nea⸗ 
reſt followers in thoſe caſes : From his infancy be na- 
turally hated all manner of thæues whatſoeuer, cſpeci- 
ally thoſe which robbed by the high wayes, and with⸗ 
out any fauour oz mercy ſeuerely puniſhed them. Bow - 
foever, he carryed himſelfe very dutifull to his Father, 
whilef he was lining, yet from his Childehode he was 
alwayes of an aſpiring and ambitious nature, which 
could neuer be bzought to ſabiect it ſelfe to giue any awe⸗ 
full reſpect to his elder bzethzen, but to hazard his 
whole-effate in obtaining the Aingdome, accounting 
bimſelfe his Fathers lawfull heire, in that hee was his 
Fathers eldeſt Sonne, which he had by any of his mar- 
ryed wines : In this point not regarding the cuſtome 
and lawe of the Mores, who in title of inheritance oz 
ſucceſſion, reſpec not the mother, whetber ſh& be mar- 
ryed TUife,. o: Concubme bought with money, ſo that 
her ſonne be the eldeſt in birth.

And ſuch was his lauiſhing manner of 
ſpending and conſuming of his Treaſare , that in his

bumo2s , he neither regarded what her gane; noz to 
whome: in ſo much, that a Jew who was a Puſitian, 
and vſed to play befoze him in his d2zunken fits, (what 
with the gifts ginen him by the Pzince, and what elſe 
he gotte out ofhishonſe) had gotten together in money 
and icwels, (in the ſpace of foure o2 fine yeares) to the 
value of Foure Purdzed Thouſand Duckets, which ts 
about foztie Thouſand Pound ſterling, This diſſolute 
life and careleſſe government of Mulcy Sheck, gretued 
the olde King not a little, eſpecially to ſe ſuch a change 
oz alteration in him, whoſe fozwardnes in fozmer times 
had bene the ſtape of his age, and had moued him to 
cauſe the Alkeyds of the kingdome, by oath to confirme 
their allegeance after his owne death. Pan wayes 
he ſought to amend what was amiſſe in thoſe parts, and 
to dꝛaw his Don to a moze rice courſe of life,and moze 
carefull kind of gouernment, as well by his letters, as 
by ſending diuers pꝛincipall Alkeyds to be Counſellozs 
bnto him. Yet ſuch was the ſmall accompt he made ei⸗ 
ther ofthe one oz the other; That the old Bing in the end 
ſzing no amendment, but the eſtate of that Bingdome 
to grow dayly wozſe and wozſe, determined to go to Fes 
in his owe perſen with an armie, aſwell to diſplace bis 
Sonne who had denyed to come vnto him, vpon his ſen⸗ 
ding ſoz : as alſe to put ino2der all matters in thoſe 
parts, which thzongh the ill gouernment of bis Sonne, 
were all out ot frame. And ſo about the beginning of 
October 1602. he ſet fozwards from Moruecos with an 
armie of Tight Thouſand ſhot, and ſome fine Thouſand 
Bezſe towards Fes, leauing his ſecond Bonne Muley 
Boferes to gouerne Moruecos, and Sus in his abſence, 
bntill his returne ; making ſuch ſpedy iournepes, that 
be was with his fozces within one dayes tonrney of tes, 
befoze his Bonne Muley Sheck was certainly aduiſed of 
his ſetting fozth from Motuccos.

Er V ly Sidan, by reaſon bis Pother Lilla Iſha 
gouerned the old Kings houſe, vnderſtoode 
of his fathers death, befoze it was noyſey 
,} abzoad, whereupon he pzeſently went fozth 
ints his fathers campe, and tents, from 
whence he carried away all ſuch Jewels and treaſars 
as he found there. And aſter his fathers death, he cauſed 
himſelte in Fes to bee pzoclatmed King of Barbaric, ag 
lawſull heyꝛe of his deceaſed father. Lilla Iobora, mas 
ther to Muley Sheck,and Muley Boferes, ſeeing her els 
delt ſonne in pꝛiſon, and voide of all meanes to helpe 
bimſelfe at that inſtant , was not bnmindfull of her ſe⸗ 
cond ſonne Boferes, whom the old u ing had left to gas 
uerne Morruecos during bis abſence. To whom ſhes 
diſp@ded p2eſently letters by one of the kings Cunvchs, 
who made ſach haſt, that in foure dayes he came from 
Fes to his Tents, which were ſome two leagues from 
Morruecos, where he had lien all the Summer befoze to 
auoyd the infection ofthe plague , which had bene that 
Summer in Morruecos,and with him was his younger 
bzother Muley Naſſar, and his eldeſt bzothors ſonne Mu- 
ley Abdela, Muley Boferes vnderſtanding of his fathers 
death pꝛeſently enfred Moruccos , and gat pofſefſion of 
the Alcaſaua, his fathers houſe. Wefoze the newes of The Kings 
dis fathers death was noyſed abzoad, and generally bone. 
knowne, fearing how the — and people of Mor- 


ruccos 
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ruecos might ffand affected vnto him, and knowing that 
if he had once poſſeCion of the Alcaſaua, 4 of his fathers 
freaſure,he had the beſt part of the Kingdome, And the 
nert day after his entrance, hee cauſed to bee pnbliſhed 
generally thozow the whole Citie, the newes of his fa- 
thers death, and withall himſelfs to be pꝛoclaimed king: 
Waiting letters to the Vizerop of Sus, to doe the like in 
q Taradant, the chiefe Citie of that Kingdome, the which 
= he acco2dingly perfozmed. | 
1 Muley Naflar the fourth ſonne of the deceaſed King, 
hauing beene all the Dummer ab2oad with his bzother 
Bofexes; when now hee vnderſteod of his fathers death, 
followed his bzother afarre off, as though hee meant t 
haue entred Morruecos with him. But comming to the 
gates ofthe Citie,in anie with Muley Abdela his 
Nephew, being ſonne to Muley Sheck, with whom hee 
was familiar,conferred with him about their flying in- 
to the Pountaines, perſwading Mulcy Abdela that hee 
| | might no wayes put any truſt in Boferes, inte his father ' 
. and he were the chiefeſt impediments, that hindered Bo-

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being inpziſon fo neere Fes, where Mulcy Sidan was, it 
was to be doubted that Mulcy Sidan had alreadie gotten 
him into his power, and it might be, had made ſome a- 
greement with him alreadic,to iopne both againſt Mulcy * 
| Boferes: which il it ould ſo fall out, would cauſe Bo- 
feres to deale moze cruelly with htm. But theſe perſwa⸗ 
lf | ſions monednot Abdela, whorather choſe to enter the 
3 Citie, and follow his Uncle, on whoſe curteſie he would 
1 relie. Though Naſlat fearing haw Boferes would deale 
| with him, with all ſpeede fled into the Pauntaines to 
1 the kindzed of his mother, from whence after a few daies 
1. with ſome eight hundzed, oz a thouſand of thaſe people 
1 whome he topned together, he paſſed into the panes of

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Sus, ſending to the Alkeyd in Taradant ta pꝛotlaime him 
King,02 elſe to ſuffer him quietly to depart. But the Al-

being ab2oad in their tents, without Fes gates, began to 
be ina mutenie, as well fo; ſixfene Boneths pay, which 
the old King owed them, as alſo about their returne to 
Morruecos, where the moſt of them had left their wines 
and childzen. To appeaſe this mutenie , Muley Sidan 
ſent oat of Fes vnto them Alkeyd Hamet Monſore, their 
chtefe Commaunder in the olde Kings time, to pꝛomiſe 
them as well content in payment, as alſo a ſpeedie re- 
turne to Morruecos with Muley Sidan himſclfe. But 
Monſore inſtead of pacifying, laboured to encreaſe their

and to giue battaile to Muſicta the Gererall of Sidens 
fozces, 02 perfozce to dzive him ont of that country. At 
whoſe comming thither, Muſteſa ſaing himſelfe no waies 
ſtrong enough to encounter with ludar,.rety2ed backe 
againe with his armie out of Tedula: and ludar deſttop⸗ 
ed the foundation of Sidania, (which Muley Sidau at his 
being in 1edula, had begunne to build vpon the riuer of 
Morbaie and called it Sidania, after bis owne name like⸗ 
wiſe waſted and deſtroyed the country thereabout, af 
leaſt ſo many of the kindzeds of the Alarbics as he knew 
fo be friends to Muley Sidan, oz thoſe that would not ac- 
knowledge Poferes foz Bing. Sidan vnyerſtanding 
what Iudar had done in Tcdula,andlikewiſe of the great 
pꝛeparations that his bzother in Moruecos daily made to 
ſend out againſt him, fozthwith put fozth his tents, and 
jopned together his whole foztes, which were ſome 
eighto2 nyne Thouſand (ſhot, and ſome twelne Thou⸗ 
ſand hozſe, with two andtwentie Peces of Artillery, 
bimſelfe in perſon going along with them. And becauſe 
be was altogether vnpzouided of ſkilfall Gunners foz 
bis Ozdinances, be pzocured from Salie out of certaine 
engliſh men of warre, who at that inſtant were there, 
twoo engliſh Ganners, to whome hee committed the 
charge of his Artillery, but by reaſon of much raine that 
had fallen, it being in the moneth of January 1604. the 
ground in many places was ſo ſoft, that they could not 
march with their Artillery ſo faſt as n@de required, Do 
that his Artillery neuer came at the battsile, which was 
thought tobe a chicfe cauſe of his onerthzow.

from Moruecos, he omitted no time and 
diligence in ſending foozth newe armies and freſh ſup⸗ 
plies, both of ſouldiers and p2ouifion to Iudar Baſha * 
that was in Tedula,andynderſtanding fo2 certaine that 
his bꝛother Sidan was in the field in perſon (becauſe hee 
bimſelfe had neuer bene tnvred to trauell, and know⸗ 
ing it would be noſmall 2 his ſide, and 
encouragement to the other, that Sidan ſhould be in per⸗ 
in the field, and na other his equall in blond in his armie 
fo withſtand him) he concluded a colourable peace bes 
twene himſelfe and his eldeſt bzother Muley Sheck, 
whome vntfill that time hee kept cloſe p2iſoner in his 
bonſe, agreeing with him that he ſhould go fozth into his 
armie, and iopne with ludar to fight againſt Muley Si- 
dan, whome if he ouerthzow in battaile,he ſhould enjoy 
the kingdome of Fes, and ſo much of thoſe Eaſterne 
parts of Barbatie, as he enioped in their Fathers time: 
On condition that at his enterante into Fes, hee ſhould 
pꝛotlaime Muley Boferes King, and himſelfe onely Utze- 
rop, g ſo ſhould ſtil acknowledge his Gonernment there, 
as derined from Boferes ; And to the intent Muley Sheck 
Gould the better obſerae theſe conditions acco2ding ts

plauſible conditions, Mulcy Sheck was ſet atlibertie, a 
happy turne foz himſelfe as be thought, who neuer la- 
ked foz any better but perpetuall impziſonment with 
much miſery. But the truth is Baſha ludar had ſecret 
aduertiſement from his Paſter Bofcrcs (yet not ſoſecret, 
but it was knowne to Muley Sheck, and cloſely carryed 
of him by interception of letters betwirpt Moruecos 
and the campe in 1<dula; ) That he ſhould abzivge Mu- 
ley Sheck of any commaund in the campe, oz matter of 
counſell in o2dering of the fight, onely ſhew him to the 
ſculdiers vader his canopy, that the Fezes who were the 
ftrength of Sidansarmie, might know Sheck was in the 
campe of Boſcies, whome they loued in regard partly of 
bis long absde amongſt them, but eſpecially ofhis great 
liberality, oz rather pꝛodigality, fozmerly ſhewed vnto 
them, which wzought much in their minds at the enſu- 
ing battaile: And withall the Baſha had a ſpeciall charge

The Alkeids who followed tn purſuits | 
of Aaley Sidan, foltowed him ſo hard, that beſides tue 
treaſure of Allaruchs, they likewiſe toke much of the 
Muleys treaſure that bee carryed along with bim, al- 
though with that ſmall companye of Yozſes , which 
were no moe then Twentye Poꝛſemen oz thereabout, 
beereturned many times, and fought with thoſe wha 
put ſued t im, in perſon being fill one of the fozemoſt 
in th ſe ſkirmiſhes, until A kcide Vmbilie who per- 
ſved him, admiring his reſclution, and pittying big 
miſerab le eſtate, requeſted dis Pateſtie to kepe on his 
way and ſaue himſclie by flight,he not purpoſing to per⸗ 
ſue him any further.

ning very bnquiet, and full of all tumults: Neither 
was his government any way to bee miſliked, but that 
ſtarte ſetled, he charged the country with greater impo⸗ 
ſitions then his Father ever demaunded, inſomuch as 
Scdic Abdcla lmbark, who was the onely man that firſt 
bzought him thikher, tepzoued his courſes : And the 
Montamers of Atlas being god ſouldiers, excellent ſhot, 
and their dwelling by nature defencible , finding his 
poke to heauie the leſſe regarded him 02 his power, 
which humoz of theirs was nouriſhed by ſecret pzaciſes 
of Boferes, lothe that Sidan ſhould either grow great 
in friends,o2 treaſure. But the inhabitants of theplains 
and lower regions felt the ſmart of his rodde knotving 
their thꝛoats lay at his mertey, when as the Montaniers 
vefended themſclaes with open armes, and oftentimes 
gaue the new king his hands full.

would goperſonally to battaile againſt Sheck and Ab- 
dela his ſonne: Muley Sidan well entertained thismeſ- 
ſage, and with all conuenient ſp&de dzawing his owne

_ MuleySidan meaning to pzoue what cozreſponden⸗ 
ey his Bꝛother Bofcres heart caryed with bis hand, fra- 
med a letter which was ſent as from the chieleſt man in 
thoſe Pountatne countries of Atlas, to Muley Boferes, 
full of dutie and ſernices, offering withall to ſend him 
Sidans head, who was encamped within his countrey 
at the fote of the hilles. Anſwere to this letter was re- 
turned with great thankes, and a large re warde of gold 
pꝛomiſed, if a buſineſſe of that high andimpoztant ſer⸗ 
nice would bee perfozmed. Mhen Sidan by this bad 
tonſtrued his bzothers meaning, he rayſed campe went 
to Tafilet, and remained inthe country of Dara, gathe- 
ring in ol money and men, m_ twoo monethes MM 
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with bis b2other to no effec at all. Boferes ſeeing Sidan 

departed, and deft itate of his helpe ſo2 Fes, committed 
bis cam pe to Abdelmelech his owne Sonne, who was 
fo be aduiſed by the counſels of Baſha Iudar, Alkeyd Ha- 
niet Monſore, $:dy Gowy, and Akeyd Bokerſe (thozow 
Whoſe hands paſſed all bultnes of Chziftian Parchants, 
fo well diſpatched and ſo good regard thereof taken, that 
bee was well liked of euer ie man foz his good dealing.)

Alkeyds: vnto enerp ſouldier ſir Autbome gaue a Tur- 
bich as a Liuery of his lone, which made them reſpect £ 
honour him exceedingly , inſomuch as one of the two 
Alkeyds, not haſtning to conduct the Embaſſadoz vp to 
Morruecos, but to pzoutde himſelfe of cone, it being ex⸗ 
ceeding deare at Morruecos , Sir Aathonic deſirous to 
ſet fozward, and the Donldiers willing to pleaſure him, 
fell to mutenie in regard of the Alkeyds lackneſſe , kil- 
ling twoo of his men to haſten their maiſtec fozwarde, 
After his foure Poneths abode in Saphic, wherein his 
bountie was extraozdinarie, not to his Country men 
onelp, but to Flemiſh, French and Spaniſh, admired of his 
ſouldiers,hee was recciucd into Morruccos with great 
ſtate,hauing by the wap, as alſo during bis abode in Sa. 
phie, diuerſe letters from the King, extolling his honou⸗ 
rable endeuours, and appzoued valiantneſſe in his farrg 
aduentures both by ſea and land, not omiſfing any 
Courtchip to winne his loue „ oz make him doubt his 
welcome. 

After two dayes ſtay in the Citie, the King made 
pꝛeparation fog his entertainment at Court, whither he 
went, ſuting bis followers as well as the ſhoztneſſe of 
time could ſuffer , and his credite with the Chziſtian 
Parchants could affozd, which was god,fo2 two Dpas 
niards were ſo rapt with admiration of his wozth, and 
by his ſpeeches allured with ſo ſtrange hope, that they 
fell in emulation, whether chould doe htm moze ſer⸗ 
nices,02 helpe him to moze money-reaſonably attended, 
he rade to Court, not lighting from his hozſe, where the 
Kings Donnes vſually doe, but rode thozow the Muſh- 
ward, (which is the Kings great Hall, wherein moſt of 
bis Lozos, Gentlemen, andchiefe ſozt of people doe at⸗ 
tend. when they come to Court) which none but the King 
him ſelte doth, Being come into the Kings p2eſence, his 
Letters of credite were receyued , with great ſhewe of

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' | kindneſſe, and himſelfe entertained with all gracious 
reſpect, not onely at the Kings hands, but of the pzinci- 


palleſt men in office 02 fauour about the Court, and ſo 


| fo that time was diſmiſſed, the chieteſt men attending 


him backe to the place where he tooke hozſe. Dome fing 
dayes after, fir Anthonie Sherley comming to audience, 
and thinking to haue ridden in as he did befoze a chaine 
was hung croſſe the entrance of the Muſhward, which he 


percepuing onely done to hinder bis paſſage, would not 
alight from his hozſe , but returned backe verie diſcon⸗ 


tented. This being certified to Botercs,pzeſently thzee 
of his chiefeſt Alkeyds were ſent to qualifie the matter.

The th2ee Alkeyds lapde the blame vps 
on the Kings Pozter,cffering fir Anthonic the Pozters 
bead if he would haue it, ſo ſpending an hovre to pacifle 
bis choller,and bzing him backe, the Pozter befoze bis 
face was ſoze beaten and impziſoned, neither euer after 
waz be bindered of riding thozow the Mullward, 

During his abode in Mortuecos, which was fine mo⸗ 
neths,Butcres and he had dinciſe pziuate conferences, ag 
if was generally thought , which way to Keepe him tn 
the Kingdome againſt his two bzcth:en , Sheck and Si- 
dan zas alſo tv giue the great Cui ke a blow to dꝛiue him 
out of Argiers and lunes.

the (hoare pitched his Tent wherein he lay, part of his 
freaſuce being ſhipped, himſelfe determining there to 
ſtap, and erpec the euent of his Bonne, it it paſed well 
with him, then Afrcicke ſhoulo hold him, otherwiſe to 
viſite the great Duke ok Thuſcanc, on whoſe courteſie 
he much reſted, But the chꝛiſtian Ganners ſo well ob» 
ſerued their times of hating and placing their Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance, as they gotte Abdela the field, hoping thereby to 
haue obtained both libertie, and pillage, of which moſt 
ol them poꝛe men fapled,/as afterward pou ſhall read.

At the en 
trie of the hilles a kindzed ofthe Larbies being ſiue hun⸗ 
dꝛed hozſemen, ſeizes vppon theſe people, pillaged their 
cariages, rifled and diſhonoured the women, not ſpas

The Alkeids bes 
ing well mounted by the ſwiftneſe of their Yozſes, re⸗ 
turned backe to Moruecos, and there toke ſanduarpe. 
Abdels vppon their ſubmiſſion pꝛomiſed them pardon, 
on whoſe Pzincelie wozd (they relying) came foozth, 
the Foker of the place pꝛeſenting them : But Mulcy 
Abdela, whether incited byenuious counſell, oz on his 
owne blody minde, putteth them ſo ſecretly to death, 
fbat ſending all their heads in one ſacke to Fcs, fo2 a pꝛe⸗ 
ſent to bis Father, Their deaths was net fullie known 
in the Citte of Mo:uccos , befoze their heads were ſet vp⸗ 
pon Fes gates. Yere was the end of Baſhaludar a great 
ſouldier in olbvg Hamets time, a faithfnll Commaundec 
during his life to Boferes, accompanyed with Sedy Go- 
wie, Alkeid Auuahis Sonne, Alkcid Moden the Caſſenie, 
and ſome foure great men moze.

was looged in the great Garden oz D2:chard called the 
Almowetco, being ſome two Engliſh myles about. The 
firſt might of Sidans appꝛoach, thepziſoners were relea - 
ſed and pꝛiſons bꝛoken open , ſo that theſe men getting 
liberty, ran halte mad vp and downe tze Cittie, ciping 
lang tiue S dan, which troubled the cit not a little: 
And in this vpzoare, Sidans fat ion let into the Citis (at 
a ſecret gate) many of his ſouldters, which made a ſal- 
ly vpon theregiment of Zalce, meaning to haue ſurpi- 

ſed Abdelas campe, but himſelſe comming to thereſcue 
with two Thouſand men, continuey irmith as 

gainſt the Sidanians, in which the chꝛiſtians fought va- 
liantly to reconer their Peeccs of Artillery which were 
loſt, vntill the Sidamiaps were fo2ced to retpze. The

them. Muley Sidan well knowing the aduantage of 
the place, ſ@ing his enemies depziued of the benefit of 
their great D2diaance, which he moſt feared, enconra⸗ 
ged his men to kcepe their ground, and bzinging with 
dis owne perſon freſh ſapplies to ſecond them, gaue bis 
aduerſaries the Abdelians ſohotte a charge, that they 
werefaine to retire in great diſozder, vpon the mouths 
ol their owne Artillary. This diſ array percetacd by the 
Chꝛiſtian Gunners, it put them in minde to diſcharge 
vppon their owne men the Abdclians, holding it better 
to kill Five oz Dire Yundzedof their owne fide, then to 
loſe the battaile. But the More, who was Captaine 
ouer the Canoniers and other Commaunders, would 
not ſuffer it: Wherefoze the S1danians following in god 
v2ber , and very cloſe, fell to the execution with their 
ſwo3ds, ſarpziſed the Artillery, and flew the men. The 
laughter continued ſome foure houres, betwirt ſeauen 
oz eight Thouſand killed, and fewe to ſpeake on left a- 
line, foz whatthefouldiers ſpared , the Citizens in re- 
uengo of their diſo;ders, pillages, and villanies done to 
theiy women, bereaued them of their lines, who being 
dead were not ſuffered to be buried, but lay aboue the 
ground as apzey to the dagges and fowles of the ayze. 
Veauie likewiſe was the Conquero2s hand vppon the 
Chz:ilttans which toke Abdelas part, moſt of them foz 
their five moneths ſernice to Abdela, were either flaine 
in the fury of battaile, ozafter had his thzoat cut.

ley Hamet, tte Kings father, from our late ſoueraigne of

Empire, to fes the ſafeſt place foz his abode, _ 

Lylla Iiha Sidans other hearing of Hamet Boſonnes 
appꝛoach, was perſwaded his mouements were onely 
fo defend her Sonnes right, knowing Bolonne of late 
fauoured Sidans title. comming inta his pay, and inper⸗ 
ſon ſeruing the Mulcy at the laſt battaile when Sidan 
— into Sus, Yerevppon the ſent diners captaines, 
partofher owne Guard, others of her freinds and kin» 
dꝛed to his apde, thinking he would haue taken Moru- 
ecos ſoʒ Sidan. But Foſonnt hamag entered the Citie 
— 4 s pꝛotclapmed himſelſe King, diſimiſſed all Si- 

dans fauourers, which were not willing to bee his ſer⸗ 
uants, who returned to tyeir Lady Pilredle, certifying 
her erroꝛ and their ſucteſle: his treaſare he imparted 
largely to his follewers, by ſtrong hand deſired na mans 
ſeruice, but thoſe who were willing Some thirtie eng⸗ 
liſh men temayning, wear ie of their, ſuſtained. miſery, 
and the [tate of the country, be gave them licence to im⸗ 
barke, and wꝛitte to the Gonernour of Saphia to giue 
them their paſſe, notice whereof be ing giuen to the Face 
toz Marine, fog the Engliſh he diſpartcd them into di- 
vers Shippes with-altconveniency, thoagh ta his coſt 
and charges charity to helpe- the diftreſſed ſoules, aud 
lone lo his natiut neee bim ne Tis

Muley HamerBoſonne duting the time of his gonern ; 
ment was & very god and iuſt man, offered no diſcours 
teſie, oz twks away any mans gods, but payed the mar- 
chants trulie fog the ſame, who liked well his cutrant 
and trae dealing. 

Boſonnes other hearing her Bonne was ſetled in 
Morruecos, bzonght what Grength (he could from the 
Pountaines, and in her way knowing Zoteres lodgey 
in a foztree, whervnto he was fled, not to be well guar- 
ded, thee beſet the houſe, meaning to take the Muley pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, who being vopde of meanes to ceſift in the night, 
made ahole thzough the wall and ſoeſcaped pziuately to 
Szlic, a Pozte Towne within the turisdicion of bis 
Bother Sbeck, where at this day he rematneth. 

On the mozrow betimes, Boſonnes mother with her 
men entered the fozt, mit ing Boſeres, cut off the head of 
Vmſed Benbela one of his chicfeſt ſeruants, and Com- 
manders : then went ſe fozward to congratulate her 
Sonnes comming to the kingdome, being then in Mo. 
ruecos. But an Empyzeill got, is ſeldome ſient oflong 
continuance, fo within leffe than two moneths , Mu- 
leySidan came out of Sus with a great army, foz whoſe 
ayde Lylla 1ſha ſould her Jewels, and Plate, to furniſh 
her Bonne with eds, Pxkes, Yo;ſemen, Stanes, 


and other war-like munition. 
On the other five Hamet Boſonne pzepared to wel⸗ 
come his confine the Muley Sidan j ſo the begins 


of Apzill 1608. both their fozces met hard by Mor- 
— atten y erin ae art pu 
out of Sus, a great wyne dzinker, alwates a fanourer of 
MuleySidan (though little valuing any of the thaa 
kings) pꝛeſuming vppon his owne ſtrength and valour, 
deſired the honour that her might giue charge vppon ths 
enemy with fine Bandzed Yoſe which was his owne 
regiment, and of his ownekindzed : Sidan refuſed to 
graunt him his requeſt , therefoze the Ca ſima toke his 


owne

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owne leave and gaue the enemy a full charge vppon the 
body of his army, which receauing him dery bzanely, 
the Cahioa and his company were in great danger fo bes 
ouerthzowen : but Sidan to releve him, ſent fine Yun- 
dzed Yozſemen of his one: ſo with theſe Thouſand, 
the Cafima bzoke the ranks of Boſonnes battalions, then 
with their ſables fell to execution,vntil the wholecampe 
ſeing the feld loſt, fled towards the Peuntaines: thus 
Sidan without further refiltance entering Merruccos, 
reſting there in quiet tha moneths,vntill Hamer Bolon 
retouering new fozces in Julp following , pzeſented 
dimſe lie befoze the Citie, truſting as well vppon his 
ane ſtrength, as the love of the Citizens: hoping 
his god and gentle vſage whon hee was amongf them, 
would haus bed a likingin them, of his milde and gen- 
tle gouernment: bat either the ſeruile minde ofthe mul- 
titade little reſpected his foze-paſſed kindneſe, oz the 
feare of Sidan made them loath to ſhewe any ſigne of 
god will, fo; at his appzoach no man in the Citie was 
knowen ts dzawe a wood in his defence, So on the 

eight of July Zoſonne was diſcomfited with the lofle of 
ſome Thouſand men, fledde to the mountaines, where 
within foure dayes after Alkeid Azus got him poyſo- 
_ hoping thereby to winnethe fauour of foley Si- 

all, 


This Azusis aged aud ſubtilt, by his long experi · 
ence beſt knoweth the ſecrets ofthat Nate, was b2ought 
bp vader Abdela, Auley Hamer Xarifs Byzother, and foz 
his counſell to Abdela, willing dim eiti er to put out the 
eyes of Hamer Xarif, 02 cat his thavate, was in dzunger 
to have loſt his life when Hamer Xarif came- to be Bing, 
bat the wiſedome of the man wonne ſuch reſpec with 
Hamer, that of a pzifoner,hemade him his chicfeſt coun- 
celloz, and maſter ofhis treaſary, daring whoſe life time 
his behaniour wat ſuch, as he wonne great loue among

This negottstion was well entertained. And lohn E⸗ 
tina was pꝛomiſed foz his labour in this buſineſſe , and 
bzinging it to effen, vppon the delinery of thePozte 
Tones, to haue rearelppated him Twoo Thouſand 
Duckets during his life. In June laſt pat, this mat- 
ter was firſf money, unte which time in the latter end

They haue fonre pzincipall feaſts The Eaſter which 
is cally Rumedan , pꝛeteding this feaſt is their Lent, 
about the conſtitution of which, their Pꝛophet finding it 
hard to faſt foztie dayes together, abated them tenne, ſo 
they faſt but thirtie, pet is it verie hard, foz after day 
bzeaketh, they take no manerof ſuſtenance in the wozld, 
not ſo much as a ſup of water befoze night that the ſtars 
doe appeare ; fo ſtria are they when their Lent falleth 
high in the yeare, (which it muſt needes doe, becauſe 
their peare is ſhoꝛter than ours by ten dayes, reckoning 
by the Poone, not by the Poneth,) as many grow faint 
with faſting, ans my Authour ſaith he hath ſcene diuers 
lapd befoze the Church dooꝛe, readie to giue vp the ghoſf 
fo2 dꝛought, aud ſome haue died, holding it (no queſtion) 
ſomething meritozious to die in ſeeking to fulfill their 
Law. And once the ſame Gentleman trauailing to 
Morrtuecds with certaine Poozes in his companie in 
their time of Kent, one of the Moes being thirſtic with 
beate and trauaile, went to a Condnit in the ſtreetes of 
Moruecos to dzink a little water: but the people ſo won⸗ 
dered arhim, and reuiled the pooze Cane, crying out hee 
knew not God, fo2 bzeaking in publique their Lawe, 
thonghttdoth admit one may bꝛeake the faſt fo2 great 

neceſſitie a day oz two in his tranaile , ſo hee take von 


bis conſcience to faſt as many dapes as hee hath miſſed, 
| befoze 
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befozethe nert Rumedan come againe) that the poozs 
llaue ſeeing himſelte condemned ol his owne people,and 
diſhonoured befoze the Chꝛiſt ian trauailers, in a deſpe- 
rate minde ( which map be counted zeale) killed himſelſe 
Witb his owne dagger. The Jewes in that Countrey 
obſeruea Lent, in remembzance of their foztie peares 
tourney in the WilderneCe , bat divide the foztydayes 
ofthis their L ent equally, into every moneth ſome. 


Cheir ſecond feaſt called Lidlaber, celebzated about 
aur Whitſontide, is kept in remembzance of Abrahams 
obedience, iaſacrificing his ſonne 11ac , therefoze the 
Mo ꝛe be he pooze oz rich, foz hinſelfe, and ſoz euerie 
ſonne he hath, will buy a ſherpe againſt the dar, when e- 
very one muſt kill his ſhepe with his ewne hands. And 
the King doth the like, laying one with his ownehand, 
turning the head into the Eaſt. The Jewes in their 
Church oz @ynagogue, thꝛe oz foure times when they 
are at pꝛaiers, do blow a ſhepes hozne,inremembzance 
of this feaſt, but not enery one bloweth it, only the grea- 
teſt Raby,o2 high Pꝛieſt foz ſolemnitie ſake doth it. 


Their third feaſt is like to our Pichaelmaſſe, called 
Laſhour, which the Jewes k&pe as the feaſt of Taber 
nacles. The Poo:e celebzateth it after his Inning of 
Coꝛne and fruits Tye King maketh vſe of this poſitiue 
Law, ſtrengthning it with his authozitie, as alſo with 
the habite and cloake ofReligion and conſcience, thereby 
to make his ſubiect, pay the tenths (due to bee payed at 
that time) of ali his cozne and cattle, both young and 
old, with greater alacritie: All which commeth vato the 
Kings coffers, Likewiſe at this time the common people 
ſhould pay the tenth of their money to the pooze and 
Church:ſomethinginded-they give, but if the King be 
paped, y oftentimes is winked at, their Church hauing 


no command to compell þ1laitie to pay their due: fozthe

In the landie countries, where the beſt hozſes are 
bzed, which o2dinarily will dzinke milke, and can faſt 
from water 4 daies there they hunt the Eſtridges, mar- 
king when they come to water, which they doe at (ef 
times in flocks 02 companies, then the hozſmen diſperſe 
themſelues, and firſt one troope of hoſe let vpon þ heard 
- of Eftridges, which the birds perceiving, betake them to 
the wing, not flying aloft from the ground, but making 
a running flight ſo faſt as it tryeth their hozſes in their 
fullſpede, and moſt comnionly tyzeth the companies 
of hozſes, one after another, ere they bee faken. The 
birds haue at the end of their wings a hozne growing, 
which, in running and mouing of their wingges, 
in manner ofa fpurre pꝛicketh them, as it were to make 
ſpede, and therewith areſoze'gauled, as map be per⸗ 
teaued at their taking. Theſe birds, ſome hunt foz ple- 
ſure,others foz p2ofite of their feathers, their carkaſſes 
nof any wiſe god to be eaten.

He faireſt foz ſhape oz nobleſt fo2 courage is bꝛed in 
the Ponntaine and wodby country of Barbarie, tos 
ward the Atlantike ſea.

The country man killeth 
the Lyon with his Piece, by making a pit ntere fo the 
place where he thinketh the Lyon will reſozt to his pꝛep, 
the man ſtanding in the ſame, hauing nothing open but 
alittle hole to put fozth the end of his pete. x to take bis 
marke to ſhote at him. Others, who go vpon pleaſure 
to hunt him with their hozſe-peeces, being wel mounted, 
give pzomiſe,one not tofo2ſake another in extreamities, 
foz our own country man hath (hot a Lyon g killed him, 
when 4 men haue beene llaine out right, made a buffe 
ierkin of his out ſide, not deſiring Hercules fame foz 
wearing the N&meian mantle, but to let þ wozld know 
an engliſh traueller taketh as great content and plea- 

ſure to weare the trophie of his owne manhode, as 
a milke-ſoppe gallant the fauour of 
his amorous Pi- 

ſeres. 
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
